that one might compare with the width of an 
ordinary rainbow. 
It strongly resembled a

the primary bow only is seen ; but in this 
spectacle last night the secondary was also 
presented. 
Ottenest the lunpr bow U only 
white, and at fcesf, when colored, is hut faint* 
ly so. 
Last evening the upper atm. sphere 
was very humid, amounting * to a very light 
fog, and the bows were formed probably on 
vesicular drop?, as occurs when the solar bow 
is formed ou * louda. 
T te lunar bow h vari­ 
able in diameter, which is usually !e<s than 
in the solar bow, but in this case it ap­ 
peared to be greater. 
In the phenomenon «.f 
last ^ evening it is true that not all the 
requisites to a lunar bow proper prevailed, 
but it certaialy boro a close ie?euibl irce to 
one, and w*4h unquestionably! c rused by the 
rays of light from the m^on entering the min­ 
ute vesicles of moisture, and being refracted 
and but so imperfectly decompose ! as not to 
deflect the ray3 of each color.
